THIEF CLUBS A COLLECTOR. 


Sabine Kruegl, a maid employed in the 


‘family of J. Lewis Cochran, 591 North State 


street, was robbed of a purse containing $17 
and several trinkets at 6 o'clock last evening 


as she was entering the house. A man and a 


boy were concerned in the robbery and both 
escaped. The crime took place within a few 
yards of the carefully policed and watched 
homes of O. W. Potter and other residents of 
the adjacent streets, some of whom have 
been the victims of porch climbers, burglars, 
and other thugs in the last few months. 

In making his escape the thief who got the 
pocketbook ran between the residences of 
Archbishop’ Feehan and J. Lewis Cochran 
end through an alley; emerging on the Lake 
Shore drive: Despite the cries of the victim 
and the shouts of the watchmen pursuing the 
attention cf policemen was not attracted, and 
their first knowledge of the affair was when 
a telephone message was sent to the East 
Chicago Avenue Station an hour after the 
affair. 

The family of Mr. Cochran is out of the 
city, and during their absence Sabine Kruegl 
has been staying at the home of her brother, 
Frank ‘Kruegl, 344 Division street. Shortly 
‘after 6 o'clock last evening she,stepped from 
a Clark street car and walked down Burton 
place toward the residence of her employer. 


. Pursues Her Assailants. 

At the corner of State and Burton place 
she passed a man and boy who were standing 
near the edge of the walk. They asked her 
the direction to North avenue, and on being 
informed walked down the street a few feet 
behind her. As she stopped in front of her 
employer’s home she was seized roughly from 
behind and her purse containing $17 and 
several trinkets torn from her grasp. 

The man holding her then clutched at a 
chain about her neck, but the cries of the 
struggling girl deterred him, and releasing 


his gtasp he fied down the alley a few feet 


distant, while the boy ran down State street 


| toward North avenue. For a half block Miss 


Kruegl pursued the thief, crying for as- 


. sistance, but was unable to keep pace with 


the man, who disappeared on the boulevard, 

The cries of the girl aroused Watchman 
McGuire, who guards the residence of Arch- 
bishop Feehan, and Samuel Higgins, Mr. 
Cochran’s butler. Although a close search 
of the alley and the yards about the houses 
was made, no trace of the thief or his con- 
federate could be discovered. 

The noise attracted many of the residents 
to the scene, several of whom joined in the 
search for the thugs. Both the man and 
‘boy wore caps pulled low on their heads. 
The man was about 30 years old, heavily 
built, and smooth shaven. The boy ap- 
parently was about 12 years of age. After 
the excitement of the chase had passed 
Miss Kruegl was almost prostrated by the 
shock and had to be assisted to her home. 


Robbers Get $300. 
Charles Anderson, a contractor living at 
Cottage Grove avenue and Seventy-first 
street, was held up, beaten, and robbed at 
9:30 p. m. of $300 and a watch. He was 
passing an abandoned gas house at South 
Chicago avenue and Seventy-third street 
when two masked men leaped from the shad- 
ow and felled him to the street. A struggle 
between the victim and the thugs lasted sev- 
eral minutes, but Anderson was finally sub- 
dued and searched. The money was in a 
wallet in an inner pocket, and the highway- 
men tore his clothes to shreds in their zeal 
to overlook no valuables. 
When Anderson was released he was com- 
pelled to walk three blocks without looking 
around. Later he notified the Grand Cross- 
ing Police Station and a message giving the 
description of the thugs was sent to all sta- 
tions. Lieutenant Maloney refused to discuss 
‘the matter. 


| Insurance Collector Robbed. 
Theodore Kinn, collector in the Lake View 
branch office of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance company, was attacked by a robber 
at the Balmoral avenue crossing of the 
Northwestern road yesterday afternoon. The 
thug sprang out on his victim behind a 
freight car and struck him on the head with 
a club. Kinn fell to the ground, and when 
he tried to arise was struck again. He was 
rendered unconscious, and the robber then 
took $20 from one of his pockets. He over- 
looked $200 that Kinn had collected during 
the afternoon. After securing the §20 the 
thug ran away. He was pursued by a num- 
ber of men, but escaped by jumping aboard 
a freight train. 

Looking for “ Easy Money.”’ 
Henry Brown was arrested yesterday on 
suspicion of being a thief.

HOW ANTIQUES ARE MADE 


7. W. SANDBERG TELLS TRICES OF 
AN ODD TRADE. 


Lecturer at Fullerton Memorial Hall 
Describes How “Real Old Leather 
from a Spanish Chateau” Is Manu- 
factured: with the Aid of a Beetle— 
Camera’s Part in “Ancestral Furni- 
ture "Bogus Rare China Is Com- 
mon Also, | 


Antiques—made last month—and where and 
by whom they are manufactured were ex- 
plained yesterday to Chicago people by Fred- 
erick W. Sandberg. Beetles—ordinary black 
ones—and the camera are the antique makers’ 
most trusty agents, he declared. Mr. Sand- 
berg, who formerly resided in Oak Park, 
spoke in Fullerton Memorial Hall, the 
Art Institute. His lecture, Modern An- 
tiques,” was the first of a series of six on 
“L’Art Nouveau as Expressed in Industrial 
Arts at Paris in 1900." The speaker was a 
jury, expert at the Paris exposition, and 
was commissioned to prepare the United 


States official report on art industries in | 


silver and gold. ‘ 
Chance, Mr. Sandberg explained, made him 

acquainted with the art of turning out 

grandfather's clocks, rare old tapestry, and 


Dresden and Sevres. services, off which | 


Kings dined,” to meet the market demand. 
He was looking for an old friend, he said, 
when he found the new industry. He had 
traversed a labyrinth of old streets near 
the Place de la Bastile in Paris, where on the 
third floor of an old building he made his 
discovery. Of what followed he said: 


Where Antiques Are Made. 


The first thing I noticed was the odor of 
burning leather in the room. ‘The occupant 
was not my friend, but a rather jolly French- 
man. When I told him my business, he said: 

O, we make antiques here.’ 

After chatting a bit he took me into an 
inner room and showed me a wall decoration 
of what ts known as Spanish golden leather. 
It was of a beautiful rich color, such as one 
It 
was divided into panels, which represented 
battle scenes from the time of the crusaders. 
I examined it rather closely and asked how 
old it was. His answer was: 

It does look old, doesn’t it? Just look 
at those old stains. Well, this wonderful 
antique brought from an old Spanish chateau 
and regarded as a fine specimen of medieval 
art is six months old.“ 

When leather has been long exposed to 
the change of atmosphere It changes its color 
in spots and looks as if it had been marked 
with a needle. This appearance, which it 


was thought possible to obtain only by old 


age, is imitated with a beetle. Bits of the 
leather are covered with paste, and strong 
black beetles with healthy appetites are 
put to work. With their sharp jaws they 
quickly finish off the spots where the paste 
has been applied, and you have the ‘ sure 
signs of age in leather.“ 


Tricks of Old Furniture Trade. 


The making of new antique furniture is a 
work of art, Mr. Sandberg said. Color, den- 
sity, polish, grain, and other characteristics 
of the really old article must be counter- 
feited. In this, he explained, a camera plays 


prominent part. The fexutt. could never 
have been accomplished by the artisan of the | 


sixteenth century unaided by Father Time. 

„Depth of color is obtained usually,” said 
Mr. Sandberg, by putting the wood in huge 
cylinders where it is boiled or steamed in 
especially prepared coloring matter. 

But it is not only the color that is neces- 
sary. The general character of the veins, 
the grain, the different cuts, knots, and 
swirls, must be imitated. This was done 
formerly by hand and was woefully expen- 
sive. The camera now does the work. The 
grain is photographed on a piece of trans- 
parent paper, which is given a special film of 
gelatine. The whole affair is then exposed 
to daylight. After this it is treated as an 
ordinary etching, with this difference, that 
instead of acids various aniline dyes are 
used. 


Bogus Sevres and Dresden. 

„The true lover of ceramics finds it hard 
to obtain the real article. Imitation Italian 
majolica is met with everywhere. It is an 
almost perfect imitation, with a glaze and 
color effect that are marvelous. Eighty per 
cent of the old Dresden offered for sale 
is counterfeit. The same is true of Sévres.”’ 


CALLS SOTHERN’S HAMLET 
Of THE VAUDEVILLE TYPE. 


Professor 8. H. Clark at Chicago Uni- 
versity Says the Actor Appears Like 
a Contortionist—Player’s Tart Reply. 


E. H. Sothern's rendition of Hamlet 
was characterized as a vaudeville perform- 
ance by Professor 8. H. Clark, head of the 
department of public speaking in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, in a lecture to students 
yesterday. Professor Clark especially criti- 
cised the scene in which the actors appear 
before the King and Hamlet learns that the 
King is the murderer of his father. 

Hamlet is supposed to lie at the feet of 
Ophelia, intently watching the King’s face,”’ 
said Professor Clark, and this was Booth’s 
interpretation of the way in which the scene 
should be played. Mr. Sothern squirms 
across the stage like a serpentine contor- 
tionist on the vaudeville stage. The result 
is that the audience, which should be hushed 
and still at the discovery of the King’s guilt, 
breaks forth in uproarious applause of Mr. 
Sothern’s gymnastics. 

„In the last scene of the play; where 
Horatio places the crown in the lap of the 
dead Prince, Sothern appears like a drunken 
man rather than a man who is dead. The 
whole effort.of Mr. Sothern is manifestly for 
the applause of the audience rather than to 
interpret Shakspeare for the sake of art. 

„Mr. Sothern is one of the greatest actors 
of melodrama, but he signally fails in 
tragedy. The secret of great tragic acting is 
simplicity, and this quality Mr. Sothern sig- 
nally lacks. Some of the papers have been 
saying that the mantle of Booth has fallen 
upon the shoulders of Sothern. If that is 
so the robe Is too large and does not fit.“ 

Professor Clark its a dramatic reader of, 
some local note. He has made a special study 
of Shakspearean drama. 

Mr. Sothern was informed of Professor 
Clark’s criticism in his dressing-room at 
Powers Theater last night. He smiled con- 
temptuously at the recital of Professor 
Clark’s anathema. | 

In the first place,” said Mr. Sothern, 
“that is not the way one gentleman speaks 
of another. I may not be able to teach Mr. 
Clark anything about Shakspeare, but I am 
sure I can teach him the elements of deport- 
ment. It is absolutely false that I strive for 
efrect, for sensation. I am willing to wager 
that 1 understand more of the spirit of Ham- 
let than Mr. Clark does. It is delicious to 
know that Mr. Clark has made a special 
study of acting. Deprived of his knowledge 
and encouragement, 1 am sure the stage 
would go to the devil. Let us trust that he 
may be spared to us and may his own opinion 
of himself never cease. For my part, I offer 
him the assurance of my most distinguished

END OF YEARS’ BRAVE FIGHT 


Faced by the prospect of total blindness, 
and told she was beyond all medical help, 
Margaret Donovan, 26 years old, who re- 
sided with her aunt, Mrs. Mary Donovan, 
Forty-fifth street and Indiana avenue, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday morning. A vial 
of carbolic acid, bought by the young wom- 
an just after returning from early mass at 
St. Elizabeth’s Roman Catholic Church, 
Wabash avenue and Forty-first street, 
brought death. She drank it standing on the 
doorstep of the flat of another aunt, Mrs. 
Margaret Sullivan, 712 Sixty-third street. 

For almost two years the young woman 
had confronted bravely the problem of fail- 
ing eyesight, almost without a word of com- 
plaint or despondency. She was an orphan, 
and had come from a little village in Minne- 
sota a year ago to live with her aunt and re- 
ceive medical treatment in Chicago. One 
physician after another was tried, but gave 
her no encouragement. Still, she did not 
lose heart. She was a devout Catholic, and 
every morning found her at early mass. Her 
religion buoyed her up and continued to give 


‘days ago, when she was told positively that 
there was no cure, did she appear to lose 
heart.

“UNCLE TOM’S CABIN” VICIOUS. 


Says Novel Precipitated Civil War, 
Branding It as “Appalling, Awful, 
Criminal Mistake” — Avows the 
Writer Went Into South Prejudiced 
and Wrote te Suit Her Views—Makes 
Statements in Speech Before Newton 
Club at Boston. 


BOSTON, Mass., Jan. 10.— [Special. 
“Uncle Tom's Cabin,” said F. Hopkinson 
Smith, the author, in an address before the 
Newton club last night, is the most vicious 
book that ever appeared. It compares with 
Kennan’s first book on Russia. I could go into 
the prisons of the North today and write a 
similar book. The book precipitated the war 
and made the North believe nothing but the 
worst of the South. We are not an inhuman 
people; we are all alike, we are Americans. 
It was an outrage to raise the North against 
the South. The book was an appalling, 
awful, and criminal mistake.” 

His attitude in regard to the famous old 
book. was so novel in this part of the country 
that he was asked at his rooms in the Hotel 
Touraine this afternoon to explain how he 
came to take it. 


Says Mrs. Stowe Was Prejudiced. 
“Well, Mrs. Stowe went down there into 
the South,” he said, “ with the avowed in- 
tention of finding the conditions which she 
described in her book. She staid there only 
three months, and she told her story as if 
it was all there was to tell. But there were 


that slavery was wrong. My father believed 
It and gave his slaves their freedom in 1855. 
And he was a Virginian, a man who believed 
in State rights, and,“ Mr. Smith added with 
some vehemence, one who would have 
fought for them, too, when there was need. 

For Mrs. Stowe to write the book was 
as if I should come here and go through your 
State prison, listen to all the tales of hard- 
ship I could gather there, then come out and 
write a story based on these tales as if they 
were of the sort to give a fair idea of the 
kind of treatment your prisoners received. 
Your people would be aroused by that 
kihd of thing. And I say the publication of 
Mrs. Stowe's book, taken in conjunction 
with the presence of hot-headed Southerners 
in Congress, precipitated the war. It wasan } 
outrage to draw a line across the country and 
say that people on one side were kind-hearted 
and that the people on the other side were 
cruel. But that is what the book did. Do 
you wonder that the Southerners in Con- 
gress were not much inclined toward com- 
promise after that? 

When the book appeared it was useless 
to try to reply to it. No Northern magazine 
was open for-a reply. Most of the learning 
was in the North, as well as all the influential 
publications, and a Southern reply could do 
little good in the columns of acountry news- 
paper.

I lived in the South as 
a boy, was brought up among the slaves, 
loved my old mammy and hugged and 
kissed her as if she were white; know that 
she loved me as much or more than she did

Here for once is an official statement that 
does not claim enough. Not only are the 
Southern theaters of Klaw & Erlanger di- 
rection not ticludéad, but the claim made 
for New York is far too modest for the facts. 
In the first place, though Daniel Frohman 
never advertises himself as a syndicate pro- 
moter, he is nevertheless a close ally of his 
brother, Charles Frohman, and his two 
theaters, the Lyceum and Daly’s, for all 
practical purposes are syndicate theaters.

Lederer is on close terms with*the syndicate, 
while Oscar Hammerstein, who may retain 
the Victoria, seems to have become an ally 
ot Liebler & Co. Mr. Hammerstein's other 
theater, the Republic, is at any rate given 
over to the Liebler plays. There was a time 
when Liebler & Co., as a firm, was the sworn 
foe of the larger institution, but it seems to 
have passed. Outside of New York Miss 
Viola Allen, the firm's leading star, plays in 
syndicate theaters, and the general evidence 
is that some sort of an understanding—if 
nothing more than a truce—has been reached. 
Even were this not the case, the Republic 
Theater is for the firm's attractions, and 
the newcomer could gain no entrance there. 
New York of the theatrical year 1901 is 
for the favored, and only the favored. For- 
eign stars, of course, are welcomed, but they 
come as the clients of the syndicate, and by 
it their routes are made and their interests 
cared for—all at a price) Mme. Bernhardt 
and M. Coquelin, John Hare, and E. 8.

By this time nearly a year had passed since 
the trust had begun to put forth its tentacles.

“desired that Augustin Daly should become 


the President of it. But Mr. Daly, though 
he had no intention of yielding himself or his 
theater to the trust, had had a long experi- 
ence with player-folk. He refused the prof- 
‘fered honor, curtly explaining that he knew 
actors and would not trust them to resist 
temptation. 


Seeks Goodwin First. 


The players, however, had faith in them- 
selves. Mr. win's lawyers drew up an 
agreement whereby each star pledged him- 
self or herself to book directly with theaters 
or through a committee of the society, and 
not through Klaw & Erlanger. The basis of 
union was the enunciated belief that both 
artistically and pecuniarily the good of the 
many is being subordinated to the profit of 
the few by the combination of managers.” 
A forfeit was provided as the price of deser- 
tion. Mr. Goodwin was the first to go over 
to the syndicate. Of his action a New York 
newspaper said: 

Knowing Goodwin to be the head and 
front, the life and soul of the effort, the trust 
tackled him with the promise of giving him 
dates where and when he wanted them, and 

“ofa long engagement at the trust’s Knicker- 
bocker Theater, Goodwin’s weakness for New 
York engagements being well known.“ 

The defection left Francis Wilson, Mr. 
Mansfield, Mrs. Fiske, and Mr. Herne as 
leaders in the fight. Joseph Jefferson already 
had become neutral. Of him Mr. Herne 
wrote: Irggret that Mr. Jefferson has taken 
no action. He was cradled in the theater. 
The theater made him famous. The actors 
loved and honored him. I can well wish he 
had their cause. As for me,“ he 
continued, “I was an actor when the mem- 
bers of the trust were in swaddling clothes. 
It is conceded I have contributed something 
to the literature of the stage and to dramatic 
art, and I therefore refuse to be driven from 
the stage of my country by the gentlemen 
who have the lessees and the owners of a 
number of playhouses by the throat.“ 

That was written before Mr. Herne ac- 
cepted the firm of Liebler & Co. as his man- 
ager. It must be said for the author of 
“ Shore Acres and Sag Harbor,“ however, 
that he did not become silent until the further 
lifting of his voice appeared useless. Nor did 
he then become a star of the big syn- 
dicate. — 

A short time afterwards, in December, 1897, 
Francis Wilson wrote to the public, not with- 
out grandiloquence: “‘ There are few of us 
nobler spirits, and I think I my justly say we 
are nobler spirits, who will not submit to the 
dictation of the trust. Some of those who 
do not wear the yoke are Richard Mansfield, 
James A. Herne, and Mrs. Fiske, and we hope 
that we may be permitted to follow our art 
without paying tribute to the trust.“ 


Mrs. Fiske Fights Alone. 

In the next month, on Jan. 24, 1898, Mr. 
Mansfield let it be announced that he intend- 
ed thenceforth to play in syndicate theaters. 
At the same time he spoke of “ fighting 
chimeras.” Mr. Herne shortly afterwards 
ceased to write public letters. Francis Wil- 
son fought on until near the end of the year, 
when, according to accepted report, he was 
offered $50,000 for a half interest in his busi- 
ness by one of the firms fn the syndicate. 
He accepted, giving as reason that no allies 
had come to cheer him, and that he had his 
family to consider. He was beaten. - 

Mrs. Fiske, actress, and Augustin Daly, 
manager, were the only independents left. 
When Mr. Daly died in May, 1800, the trust 
lost the foe it most dreaded, Quietly, but 
stubbornly, that manager went his way to

York failure 
was, therefore, improbable, The enemies of 
the syndicate charge that not only has its 
influence tended to dwarf American stage 
art but that the monopoly it has gained of 
the work of the leading English and French 
dramatists as one of its most pernicious acts. 
They have claimed, however, to see one re- 
deeming possibility. The syndicate firms 
have used their foreign acquired plays only 
for the stars and companies directly under 
their management. Whereas Rostand might 
have looked to Mansfield as the American 
producer of his plays two seasons ago, his 
wares now go to Charles Frohman, who 
would not think of serving any portion of 
them out to Mr. Mansfiel This, say the 
cynically hopeful, is an augury that the actor 
some day will realize the burden of the agree- 
ment between him and the trust is nearest 
his end of the stick. When his vision is 
clarified they look for war. They even find 
cheer in the actor’s recent eulogy of the 
American play, not so much as a sign he 
has conceived a sudden love for a drama 
he never has enthusiastically fostered, but 
as an evidence that he has need for more 
plays than he sees the prospect of getting. 
Naturally, they hold, he turns to the only 
source which can help him, and they are 
glad to see him turn. 3 


Remembers Some Home Writers. 


Yet the evidence is that American writers 
Will not rise to meet all the needs of the situa- 
tion. The syndicate has not altogether for- 
gotten home writers, even while assuring 
itself of the American rights to the plays of 
Arthur Wing Pinero, Sydney Grundy, Henry 
Arthur Jones, R. C. Carton, and H. V. Es- 
mond, of M. Rostand and M. Bisson. Clyde 
Fitch and William Gillette are syndicate 
playwrights. David Belasco is a syndicate 
ally. Edward Rose, more adapter than dram- 
atist, is a Frohman employé. Many of the 
lesser lights are kept within reach. Augus- 
tus Thomas is about the only playwright of 
promise and reputation who is not on the 
Frohman list. He might have been, but 
there was a time when he seemed to have 
reached the bottom of the well of his creative 
ability. The syndicate turned a cold shoulder 
to him, and when he began to write successes 
again he remembered. 

Not all the stars managed directly by the 
theatrical magnates need plays of lofty 
caliber. A vaudeville farce does for a pair 
that make much money for Klaw & Erlanger, 
the Rogers brothers. Sometimes a play can- 
not be used by a syndicate player. It may 
then be sold to a star, who is held only 
through the booking end of the combine. 
More often the play will be used as a bait to 
bring the star under direct control. In this 
fashion William Crane consented to accept 
Charies Frohman as a manager in return for 
the play, David Harum.” 


Book with the Syndicate. 


The number of the players who book with 
the syndicate is in excess of those managed 
by syndicate firms. . 

Charles Frohman is the proprietor of the 
Empire Stock company, of the new-formed 
Charles Frohman Musical Comedy company, 
and of Charles Frohman’s comedians, and 
the manager of John Drew, Miss Annie Rus- 
sell, William Gillette, and Miss Maude Ad- 
ams, all of whom, except Mr. Gillette, owe 
the rank of stars to him. 

Nixon & Zimmerman figure chiefly as 
proprietors of theaters, and the traveling 
productions in which they may have interests 
are not blasoned with their name. 

Klaw & Erlanger are the proprietors of the 
“ Ben Hur company, of the organization in 
which the Rogers brothers appear, and un- 
der their management Ada Rehan is starring 
in Sweet Nell of Old Drury and Jerome 
Sykes in a comic opera. Foxy Quiller,” 

Daniel Frohman is the proprietor of the 
Daly’s Theater Stock company, and E. H. 
Sothern and James K. Hackett are his stars. 

The comparative closeness of the relations 
of the different stars to their ‘ booking 
agency,” as they call the syndicate, is worth 
enumerating. 

Richard Mansfield is not haltered beyond 
the agreement that he will play in syndicate 
theaters. He is allowed also to make excep- 
tions in certain cities. Chicago, where he 
plays at the Grand Opera-House, is one of 
them. He has a contract with Manager 
Hamlin and the trust agreed to respect it. 
Mr. Mansfield has his own manager, makes 
his own productions from his own pocket- 
book, and chooses his plays to fit his own 
fancy—when the trust is not before him with 
a fancy of its own. 

N. C. Goodwin has his own company and 
manager, and his bonds are equally light. 
Financially, the agreement probably has 
been to his advantage. As long as his popu- 
larity remains he is safe from any request 
to sign a less favorable compact. 

Miss Viola Allen hardly can be considered 
as an actress-maanger. She is more proper- 
ly a Liebler & Co. star, her managers pro- 
viding both play and company. She plays as 


a rule in syndicate theaters. 


E. H. Sothern, though named as a Froh- 
man star, has the right to a separate consid- 
eration. He employs hisown company, buys 
his own plays, and makes his own produc- 
tions, 

Modjeska Let Alone, 

Mme. Modjeska is independent, having in 
a sense, like Mr. Jefferson, been let alone. 
She has not interested herself in the situa- 
tion to any extent. She would be given time 
in a syndicate theater did not a more profit- 
able attraction conflict.

Francis Wilson is being given good book- 
ings, and seems to have been left unre- 
stricted in the direction of the company of 
which he is half owner. Heno longer makes 
curtain speeches. | 

Herbert Kelcey and Effie Shannon are more 
or less under the protection of Charles 
Frohman, though they do not figure as his 
stars. They have their own company. 

William H. Crane, in David Harum,” is 
a Frohman star, but retains the right to 
choose his own company. If he desires he 
can return to semi-independence when the 
play’s career is over. 

Andrew Mack is under the direction of the 
firm of Rich & Harris, syndicate allies. He 
selects his own company. ) 

Alice Nielsen is more the chief member of 
the Alice Neilsen Opera company than its di- 
rector. Frank L. Perley, her manager, books 
her in syndicate theaters. 

James A. Herne no longer directs his own 
affairs, though he is supposed to have a 
voice in decisions concerning them. The 
firm of Liebler & Co. is his manager, but his 
company is of his own selection. 

May Irwin is more independent than the 
average of the stars. She is wealthy and has 
clear ideas of what is most to her financial 
advantage. She plays for the most part in 
independent theaters, but never has fought 
san syndicate, which in turn has not fought 

er. 
Otis Skinner is independent, though he 
might find himself confronted with the dec- 
laration that he must share or fight did he 
chance upon a sensationally prosperous play. 

Chauncey Olcott is not far from independ- 
ent of syndicate influence, but he has a man- 
ager of his own, Augustus Pitou, who has 
more than a nominal control of his actions.

Springfield, III., Jan. 10.—[{Special.j—Next 
Thursday has been selected as the date for 
holding the caucus which will select peg bond 
publican candidate for United States Sen- 
ator. The hour of gathering will be 8 p. m. 
This action was taken by the committee hav- 
ing the matter in charge, after the special. 
representative of Governor Tanner had tried 
to have the date fixed for the following Mon- 
day and failed. 

The Senatorial contest today has almost en- 
tirely centered around the proposition to have 
a secret ballot for the candidate in the cau- 
cus. The Tanner people, in accordance with: 
the program adopted by their caucus last 
evening, have set out to secure such a bal- 
lot, if possible, and are bending all their en- 
ergies to this end. They are making the ar- 
gument that a secret ballot is in accordance 
with the glorious birthright of the American 
citizen, who claims the privilege of exer- 
cising the franchise without fear or favor. 
The one purpose of the Australian sballot, 
they have been arguing, is to allow the voter 
to cast his ballot without any one else know- 
ing how he has voted, and they are building. 
up quite a specious plea on these lines. 


No Converts to Secret Plan. 


The advocates of the secret ballot have not 
as yet been able to convince any one with the 
arguments they are making, and, in fact, 
only a few of them are able to advance these 
arguments with a straight face. 

Both sides are claiming a victory in this 
contest over the manner in which the ballot 
is to be taken. The Tanner people say they 
have 58 votes pledged for secrecy, and the 
Cullom people claim 65 against it. The one 
thing bothering the Tanner contingent, how- 
ever, is that in order to obtain a secret ballot, 
even if they have a majority really in favor 
of it, there will first have to be an open one 
taken on the method to be used, and so the 
members will of necessity have to go on 


rd. 
— Mean to Secure a Record. 


If on the vote to substitute a secret ballot 
for an open one in the selection of a United 
States Senator any of the men instructed 
for Senator Cullom should vote in favor 
of it, it would be taken for granted their 
purpose was to evade those instructions, and 
it would be difficult to convince their con- 
stituents that they did not disobey them 
if the plan for a secret ballot should be suc- 
cessful. Whatever comes the Cullom peo- 
ple are determined a record of some sort 
will be made, and there seems no chance of 
evading it. 

George C. Rankin of Monmouth, a strong 
Cullom man, will in all probability be the 
chairman of the caucus. The steering com- 
mittee has so recommended, and there seems 
to be no disposition tonight to reject the 
recommendation. The caucus could, if it 
chose, select another chairman just as a 
political convention has the right to disre- 

the nomination of the Governing com- 
mittee, but if the anti-Cullom people were to 
put up another candidate he would prob- 
ably be beaten, as Representative Rankin 
is a popular man who would receive votes 
from outside of the ranks of the Cullom ad- 
herents, and for Tanner to be defeated at 
the start in an attempt to elect a chairman 
would settle the matter then and there. So 
Tanner’s friends tonight are saying: 

“It is true Rankin is a strong Cullom 
man, but he is also square, an we are not 
afraid of him. All we ask is fair play.” 


Caucus Date a Compromise. 

In the meeting of the steering committee 
this morning, after Rankin had been elect- 
ed chairman, Representative Wheeler, who 
was Governor Tanner's spokesman on the 
committee, moved that the caucus to select 
a candidate for United States Senator be 
fixed for Monday, Jan. 21. The proposition 
did not even receive a second, and then next 
Tuesday was suggested. A vote was taken 
on this, and it resulted in four in favor of 
Tuesday and five against. 

Chairman Rankin suggested that as he 
would vote for Tuesday that it would result 
in a tie, which would do no good, he thought, 
it would be better to withdraw the motion 
and see if an amicable arrangement could 
be made. This was done and then all agreed 
on Thursday without further discussion. 
Senator Busse moved that George C. Rankin 
be nominated by the committee as chairman 
of the caucus, and this was also agreed to 


unanimously. 
Hitt Vanishes Mysteriously. 


Congressman Hitt caused a mild sort ofa 
sensation this morning by suddenly disap- 
pearing from the city. His rooms were 
locked when his friends came to call upon 
him and it was explained he had gone over to 
Vermilion County to attend to some urgent 
private business. Senator Aspinwall told 
all inquirers that the Congressman had not 
deserted the field and would be back on Sun- 
day, but as a matter of course the story at

He still has his rooms here, however, and 
the generally accepted view of his absance 
is that it is in accordance with the position 
he has taken all along that the single ques- 
tion now its whether Senator Cullom has 
votes enough to nominate himself.

The efforts of both candidates, how- 
ever, have been entirely directed towards 
securing a secret ballot in the caucus, and 
there have been no attempts at proselyting. 
Senator Small and Representative Curtis, 
who are instructed for Cullom, profess to be 
for Cannon and were in the Tanner caucus 
last evening, were the recipients today of a 
letter from Lyman M. Johnson of Milford, 
III., who was chairman of the Senatorial 
convention at which they were nominated 
for their present Offices. Small had written 
Mr. Johnson asking an opinion as to his 
proper course in view of the candidacy of 
Congressman Cannon and the petitions cir- 
culated by Small through the district asking 
him to vote for Cannon.

NEW BILLS AT SPRINGFIELD. 


for an Appropriation for Buffalo 
Exposition Introduced. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, III., Jan. 10.—{Special.]—Rep- 
resentative Jones of Cook, the colored mem- 
ber from the Third Ward of Chicago, today 
introduced a bill entitled for the suppres- 
sion of mob violence.” While it provides for 
the punishment of any violence done by 
mobs, the purpose is to prevent lynching, 
and should it be passed anybody taken from 
the custody of a Sheriff or other officer of 
the law, by a mob, would be entitled to re- 
cover not more than $2,000 from the county 
where it took place. Persons so taken from 
legal custody and in any manner injured 
could recover up to $1,000, and the legal rep- 
resentatives of any such person, so killed 
by a mob, could recover anywhere from 
$5,009 to $10,000. 

Representative Beitler of Cook introduced 
a bill providing for appropriation of $150,000 
for the purpose of making an Illinois exhibit 
at the Pan-American exposition to be held 
in Buffalo this year.

Carbondale, III., Jan. 10.—[Special.]—It is 
reported on good authority here that the 
Illinois Central railroad will soon adopt the 
pension system for its employés, retiring all 
men who have served the road a certain time 
and a certain age on part pay.

WOOLDRIDGE PITS POLICE 
WORK AGAINST BOOK LORE. 


Detective Who Passed 171 Demands 
Recognition for 11 Years of Work— 
Brings Records to Show His Ability. 


Detective Clifton R. Wooldridge thinks it 
more important for a detective to be able to 
catch thieves than to write a good hand. He 
told the Civil Service Commissioners so yes- 
terday. The detective, who stands 171 in the 
list of men who took the examination in 
September, is slated to lose his position and 
objects. 

Wooldridge appeared before the commis- 
sioners armed with three large books con- 
taining typewritten records of his police 
work for the last eleven years. The books, 
which he said were copies of public records, 
showed that he has made 16,500 arrests, of 
which 1,000 were for criminal offenses, and 
that he has been the means of sending 125 
persons to the penitentiary. 

“I have caused $75,000 in property to be 
restored to its owners,” he told the commis- 
fioners. “I sent six colored women to the 
penitentiary whose stealings amounted to 
$525,000. I have been under fire more than 
twenty times. I have a cap at home which 
was pierced by a robber’s bullet, and I have 
been shot in the breast, ribs, and ankle. 

“If Carter Harrison the elder had lived a 
week longer I would have received the Harri- 
son medal for bravery. At 262 Clark street 
I rescued three women and two children from 
the second and fifth floors of a burning build- 
ing. | 
Had I taken bribes when they were offered 
me I could be living at ease in Michigan av- 
enue. Once, when I had no underclothing, 
because all my money had been taken to pay 
for nursing my sick wife, I refused $2,000 to 
let a prisoner off. 

It you want clerks, then examine men for 
that purpose. But if you want policemen 
who will risk their lives day after day for 
the people, and who will make arrests with- 
out fear or favor, give a man credit for the 
work he has done.“

STILL IN GALR'S GRASP, 


LITTLE HOPE FOR RESCUE OF PEO- 
_ PLE ON STEAMER RUSSIE. 


Latest News from the Wrecked Man 
Packet Adhore on Taraman Island 
Since Last Monday Morning Shows 
That Passengers and Crew Are Still 
Living—All Efforts to Reach Them 
Fail—Oll Used to Quiet the Heavy 
Seas.

MARSEILLES, Jan. 10.—Continued efforts 
to save the people on the Russie have all 
failed. Success has seemed more than once 
assured, but on each occasion the hopes of 
the prisoners on board the wreck were 
dashed. The southeasterly gale, which after 
three days’ fury seemed to have blown itself 
out, is again rising and the anxiety is re- 
newed. 

A telegram just received from Faraman 
says that all hope of rescue has been lost, 
but the efforts will not be abandoned. |

Sends Food to Wreck, 

The sending of food to those on the wreck 
was made possible by the cruiser Galilée 
abundantly oiling the sea, which permitted 
a lifeboat to get close to the Russie. The 
great difficulty which the rescuers have to 
face is the shallowness of the water in the 
neighborhood of the wreck. 

The pilot of the steamer Eclaireur got with- 
in 200 meters of the Russie, where the water 
was only two fathoms and a half deep. It 
seemed as though he was about to succeed 
in the rescue, but the increasing gale ren- 
dered his own position most perilous, and he 
was compelled to stand out to sea agaln. 


Heroism of Coast Guards. 

A coast guard who participated in another 
attempt with a rowboat says the crew got 
the boat under the lee of the Russie. The 
mate of the steamer ‘threw a line to the 
rowers, who pulled for the shore with all 
their strength, amid the cheers of hundreds 
of ‘onlookers on the shore, which was only 
400 yards distant. 

The next minute the rope snapped. The 
boat returned and got the line and reached

PRETORIA, Jan. 10.—Under cover of a 
thick fog the Boers attacked the British 
garrisons at Pan, Wonderfontein, Belfast, 
Wildfontein, and Dalmanutha between mid- 
night and dawn on Tuesday. 

At Belfast they managed to rush the Brit- 
ish position, but were ultimately driven out 
by the Gordon Highlanders and the Royal 
Irish Regiment. At the other points named 
their attacks were repulsed. | 

To the west of Pretoria General Gordon's 
force had a fight with the Boers south of the 
Magaliesberg. The Boers left twenty dead 
on the field and had a number of others 
wounded. The details of these affairs have 
not yet been received. 

Fight Near Barkley West. 

[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. 
CAPE TOWN, Jan. 10.—A force of Ca 
police and British farmers, forming the vol- 
unteer guard of the Barkley West and 
Dordrecht districts, have had an engage- 
ment with about 100 invaders, near Kraashot 
Junction. The engagement lasted six hours. 
Two Boers were wounded. Twenty-six Boer 
horses were killed and six wounded. Two 
British horses were wounded. The Dutch in 
the Barkley West and Wodehouse districts 
are aiding the imperial authorities in every 


way.

LONDON, Jan. 10.—General Kitchener re- 
ports to the War office that the Boers made 
simultaneous and determined attacks on the 
night of Jan. 7 on Belfast, Wonderfontein, 
Nooitgedacht, Wildfontein, and Pan. His 
report is dated at Pretoria, Jan. 9, and is as 
follows: 
On the night of Jan. 7 the Boers made 
simultaneous and determined attacks upon 
all of our posts at Belfast, Wonderfontein, 
Nooitgedacht, and Wildfontein. Intense fog 
prevailed, and, taking advantage of the 
cover it afforded, the Boers were able to 
creep up close to our position. A heavy fire 
continued until 3:40 a. m., when the Boers 
were driven off. One officer was killed and 
three were wounded, while twenty men were 
killed ‘and fifty-nine wounded. The loss of 
the Boers was heavy, twenty-four dead being 
counted.

DUBLIN, Jan. 10.—Addressing a meeting 
of the United Irish league in this city this 
evening John Redmond, leader of the Irish 
Parliamentary party, spoke most hopefully 
while appealing for funds, of the prospects 
of the Irish cause. 

The Liberal party, he said, had gone to 
pleces because a large proportion of its mem- 
bers had been false to Ireland. The Con- 
servative government was engaged in peril- 
ous enterprises in China, south Africa, and 
elsewhere, and, he added: I hope to God 
that the govérnment will be overwhelmed 
by military and financial disasters at Cape 
Town.”

BOY A SUICIDE 
DECLARES HUNT, 
Inspector Finds No 3 


Believe Clarence Shedd 
Was Murdered. 


Suggestion That the Louth Was 


III Health. 


FATHER SAYS FOUL PLAY. 


available detective in Inspector Hunt’s com- 
mand the question of how Clarence A. Shedd, 


the young military cadet, came to his death 


remains unsolved. Every available clew has 
been run down without throwing light on the 
mystery that is satisfactory to all con- 
cerned. 

Inspector Hunt said last night that he 
was convinced Shedd committed suicide. He 
said as much to the father, William J. Shedd, 
when he called at the Hyde Park Police Sta- 
tion in the afternoon with the Rev. L. A. 
Crandall of the Memorial Baptist Church, of 
which Mr. Shedd is a member. Mr. Shedd 
reiterated his belief that his son was mur- 


dered. 

* While I believe the police are doing their 
best to clear up the case,“ he said, “I am 
still of the opinion that my son did not take 
his life. My mind will remain unchanged 
until some more substantial evidence than 
that brought forth by the police is found to 
strengthen the suicide theory. There are 
many things unexplained , and until they are 
cleared up I cannot think other than that 
my son met with foul play.“ 

The things which are unexplained, accord- 
ing to Mr. Shedd's views, are the absence of 
money and a $250 check which young Shedd 
had in his possession when he started for the 
Shattuck Military Academy at Faribault, 
Minn., at 3 o’clock on Tuesday afternoon. 
His whereabouts that day until he was 
found dead in Washington Park also is a 
mystery. Nothing was learned by the police 
of his movements during that time. 


Find One Doubtful Clew. 


The only clew to strengthen Inspector 
Hunt’s position was obtained during the day 
from Harry Goodman, owner of a second- 
hand clothing store at 291% Clark street. He 
informed Captain Mahoney of the Harrison, 
Street Police Station that a 8 o’clock qn 
Tuesday evening a young man whose de- 
scription tallied with that of young Shedd 
came into the store and asked to look ata 
suit of clothes. Then he examined two re 
volvers in a showcase, but bought neither 
of them. The young man was dressed ina 
cadet suit and Goodman’s son Abe, who 
waited on him, recognized his likeness from 
a picture in the papers. The value of this 
clew is slight, however, as the weapon found 
in young Shedd’s hand was the property of 
his father. He had carried it to protect him- 
self from footpads. 

IJ am convinced that Shedd took his life,” 
ald Inspector Hunt. Dr. Springer, the 
Coroner’s physician, found powder marks in 
the wound, which indicates that the revolver 
was held close to the dead boy’s head. The 
motive is still a mystery, but it is possible 
that the boy was in a melancholy mood over 
some physical ailment or a affair of the 
heart, and in a moment of despondency de- 
cided to end his life. When we find that $250 
check and learn where he spent the earlier 
part of Tuesday evening we will be able to 
prove more. 

It does not sound reasonable that a young 
man would be attacked by holdup men in 
the park. No holdup men would drag a body 
900 feet into the park and arrange it there 
in the way the body was found. We learned 
the money that young Shedd had with him 
was part of a $25 check he had cashed, and 
it is just as possible ryt ar bog the check 
for $250, which is now 1 

Dark spots which were visible on the right 
hand and forearm of the young man are 
taken by his father to indicate bruises which 
he sustained in struggling with his assail- 
ants for the possession of the revolver which 
he held. The Coroner’s physician, however, 
declares the spots were caused by the clot- 
ting of blood beneath the skin after death. 


Father Clings to Murder Idea. 

„ The reason I do not believe my son took 
his life is because he was not of a disposition 
which would warrant such a deed,”’ said Mr. 
Shedd. .*‘ He had everything he wished for, 
and his relations with Miss Cameron were 
the most amiable. I was his confidant, and 
he told me everything he did, because I had 
taught him to come to me when he was in 
trouble. It does not seem reasonable to sup- 
pose that a person who commits suicide 
would be found with arms folded across the

The bullet which was found imbedded in 
young Shedd's head is in the possession of 
Dr. Springer, the Coroner's physician. It 
had split in its contact with the skull and 
it was impossible to ascertain if it came 
from Shedd@’s revolver. Dr. Springer sald 
he would weigh the lead and compare the 
weight with that of the bullets in the cart- 
tridges which were not exploded. 

The fact that each of the five cartridges 
show indetentations where the trigger had 
been snapped and that three of the shells 
were exploded is taken by the Shedd family 
as an indication that the student was trying 
to defend himself from holdup men. 


Fails to Trace Movements. 
Considerable time was spent by the police 
in trying to trace the movements of young 
Shedd on ‘Tuesday night. It was learned that 
three young men in cadet uniforms had vis- 
ited the levee and a woman who was in their 
company was taken to the undertaking rooms 
the body.

enn ON BOER WAR. 
ENGLISH CORRESPONDENT LEC- 
TURES IN CHICAGO. 

His Talk at Central Music Hall Inter- 
rupted by Cheers for Kruger’s Sel- 
diers, Which Provoke Hisses—Telis 
of His Escape from Pretoria—Hopes 
English Flag Will Mean Freedom in 
Africa—Takes Hopeful View of the 
Outlook in Conversation. | 


Mr. Winston Spencer Churchill's lecture 
last evening at Central Music Hall on “ The 
Boer War as I Saw It " was much interrupt- 
ed with the applause of an audience which 
comfortably filled the hall, and a small part 
of the approval was for the British. The 
first picture shown to illustrate the lecture 
was, as Mr. Churchill expressed it, of “a 
typical Boer soldier,“ General Joubert. A 
man in the gallery hurrahed for the Boers 
and the cry was taken up by a large part of 
the audience, but the cheers were intermin- 
gled with hisses. the hisses, Mr. 
Churchill said: 

Don't hiss. There is one of the heroes of 
history. The man in the gallery is right.” 

This put the audience in good humor, and 
while on similar’ occasions during the even- 
ing there was applause for the Boers, Mr. 
Churchill, personally, had the considerate 
attention of his audience. a 

An amusing description was given of 
armament of the Boer army: 

“For a pastoral people, devoting their 
lives to religious contemplation,” said Mr. 
Churchill, the Boers have the most modern 
and improved guns in the world, and all the 
armies in Europe are now busy copying the 
military equipment of a people that never 
meant to harm anybody.” 

Loud applause greeted the picture of Ma- 
juba Hill. We can clap it, too, now,” said 
Mr. Churchill. Then the face of Mr. Kruger 
flashed on the screen. 

This,“ said Mr. Churchill, is the coun- 
tenance the German Emperor refused to 
look upon.“ 

Mr. Churchill showed a kopje and told how 
to pronounce it. “It is ‘copy,’ he said, 
„and the war correspondents didn’t name it, 
either, although they made a good deal of 
use of it.” Sy 

Tells of His Escape. 

The audience was sympathetic when the 
lecturer described his escape from the State 
Model School at Pretoria, where the British 
prisoners were confined. He confessed it 
was much like the adventures of the hero of 
a thrilling melodrama. 

When he returned to Pretoria it was to see 
the Union Jack hoisted above the State- 
house. “ And Britisher that I am,’’ said Mr. 
Churchill, ‘‘ I would not wish'to see that flag 


free government, justice, and common law.” 

The lecture was intermingled with praise 
for the Boers as a people, and the speaker 
closed with the hope that the end of the pres- 
ent conflict would be the binding together of 
the two races on whose friendly coépera- 
tion the future of south Africa depends.“ 

Mr. Churchill arrived in the city in the 
morning and registered at the Auditorium 
Annex. 


Situation Not So Bad.. 


I do not consider the present situation in 
south Africa to be as serious as the dis- 
patches from London indicate,“ he said. It 
is serious to the extent that any guerrilla 
warfare is serious in the length of time it 
may continue. But the end is certain. The 
Boers will be crushed and. their present mis- 
guided course will have for its result only 
added impoverishment for them. Because 
of this renewed fighting England is not going 
to change its announced policy, and it is a 
pity the truculent Boers cannot see things 
in their true light and as set forth by the 
committee of their own countrymen who 
urge them to cease fighting. 

No sane man doubts the final result, and 
what, then, are these hostile Boers accom- 
plishing? Nothing beyond annoyance to the 
English and self-punishment for themselves. 

„Kruger is responsible for the war. He 
became overbearing and carried away with 
that pride which goes before a fall. His was 
the spirit which brought about the declara- 
tion of war, and his talk of England Being the 
aggressor is nonsense, as he well knows. 
The future of south Africa depends on the co- 
operation of the Cape Dutch and Cape Brit- 
ish, and this will surely be brought about in 
time.“ ‘ 


IS GUEST OF UNIVERSITY CLUB. 


Mr. Churchill Gives an Original Recital 
of Ties That Bind English 
and Americans. 


Winston Spencer Churchill was entertained 
after his lecture at Central Music Hall by 
forty members of the University club at an 
informal reception in the club grillroom. Mr. 
Churchill was called on for a speech and re- 
plied in a witty recital of the many bonds of 
union which exist between the English and 
Americans. He said: 

Most important of all things, Englishmen 
and Americans have a common language. 
Let us not make it too common. As it is the 
tongue is going to the dogs. The French have 
an academy which makes for the preserva- 
tion of pure forms of speech, and Lhope that 
I may see in my day the inauguration of a 
similar idea by the Anglo-Saxon race. It 
will be the only salvation of the tongue, and 
if we fail to take such steps Britishers and 
Americans will some day find themselves 
speaking entirely different languages. 

As to a British-American alliance, I be- 
lieve the conception of the two peoples ar- 
rayed side by side in one long battle line to 
oppose the world is only a dream. There is 
considerable sentiment among Englishmen 
favoring an alliance, but modern alliances are 
based on interest, not on sentiment. One 
bond of union between us is the Anglo-Saxon 
sentiment that you must bein front of a mgn 
before you strike him. But, lastly, the great- 
est common trait by which I lay most store 
is the fact that Englishmen and Americans 
wash. It remains after all is said and done 
that the symbol of Anglo-Saxon unity is the 
bathtub and the tooth brush.”

BRYAN WOULD PAY IN SILVER. 


Congressman Levy Tells House Coin- 
age Committee of a Statement Made 
Him by the Silver Leader. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—Secretary of 
the Theasury Gage, Horace White of New 
York, and several other prominent financiers 
today appeared before the House Committee 
on Coinage, Weights, and Measures, and 
gave their views on the Overstreet, Levy, and 
Hill bills to maintain the parity of the money 
of the United States. 

Interest in the hearing was heightened by 
a statement made by Congressman Levy, who 
created something of a sensation by stating 
that Mr. Bryan, the recent Democratic can- 
didate for President, had told him that if 
elected President he would find a way to pay 
the obligations of the government in silver. 

The three bills, although containing dif- 
ferent provisions, each provide for the ex- 
change, at the option of the holder, of the 
gold and silver coins of the United States. 
To accomplish this the Overstreet bill au- 
thorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to use 
the gold reserve fund in the Treasury and 
the Levy bill authorizes him to issue 2 per 
cent bonds. 

Horace White said the only question at 
issue was the means to be p at the 
disposal of the Secretary of the Treasury to 
secure its maintenance. He then took up 
the language of the bills and gave the Hill 
bili his indorsement. 

Mr. Shafroth of Colorado, asked whether 
to make silver and greenbacks exchangeable 
in gold did not in fact make them simply 
promises to pay in gold. 

“ Certainly,"’ replied Mr. White. 

Secre Gage said that the question in- 
volved in the bills before the committee was 
simple. He said im times of business de- 
pression the bankers would gradually with- 
hold gold and allow silver and silver cer- 
tificates to pile up in the Treasury. If Con- 
gress failed to make gold and silver ex- 
changeable it implied a doubt as to whether 
they were at 2 parity.

Lieutenant Edward F. McGlachlin of the 
Fifth Artillery, who has been in charge of 
the cantéen for over a year, said yesterday 
that the profits for the twelve months ending 
Aug. 1, 1900, were $6,500. 

“It stands to reason,“ he said, that at 
least $5,000 of thia money spent in the can- 
teen will go into the pockets of the saloon- 
keepers of Highwood.” 

The profits of the canteen, Lieutenant Me- 
Glachlin said, had been expended in the equip- 


ment of a gymnasium, the purchase of a li- 


brary and billiard tables, and the promotion 
of athletic and field sports for the enlisted 
men, as well as the improvement of the bill 
of fare which Uncle Sam provises for his 
fighters.

They will 
have to close up their buffet in the clubhouse, 
for the amendment to the army bill prohibits 
the sale of any intoxicating drinks upon land

„We'll get around that all right?’ said one 
of the officers at the clubhouse. “ Of course, 
if the bill becomes a law we will shut up the 
buffet, but there is no law preventing a man 
from owning a locker or an ice chest.” 


Citizens Fear Results. 

The citizens of Highwood who are opposed 
to saloons await the closing of the canteen at 
the post with anxiety. They have had sev- 
eral experiences with drunken soldiers and 
want no more. 

“I look for trouble when the canteen shuts 
up,” said Miss Kelly, who keeps a restaurant 
in Highwood. ‘“‘ The women of the W. C. . 
U. think, no doubt, that they have accom- 
plished a wonderful thing for the cause of 
temperance, but if they had wanted to do 
something that would really lessen intem- 
perance among the soldiers they ought to 
have closed the saloons here.“ 

Mrs. Henry H. Humphreys, wife of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Humphreys, retired, is an 
ardent defender of the canteen as a result 
of her experience at army posts. 

„ Soldiers will drink, whether there is 
liquor sold at a garrison or not,“ she said. 
“If they can’t get beer at the post they will 
walk miles to buy whisky if necessary. I 
have seen the practical good of the canteen 
demonstrated strongly enough to satisfy me 
that it is a good thing.”’ 


GIVE CLUB TO ROOSEVELT. 


Present Bludgeon with Which He 
Was Struck to Visitor. 


Leadville, Colo., Jan. 10,—{Special.J— 
Colonel Roosevelt was given a pleasant sur- 
prise today, being presented with the club 
with which he was struck at Victor when he 
spoke there on Sept. 26. The club has been 
trimmed with Cripple Creek gold, and bears 
the inscription: 

TO THEODORE ROOSEVELT, 


FROM THE CITIZENS OF 
CRIPPLE CREEK AND VICTOR.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—Considerable 
progress was made today by the Senate with 
the army reorganization bill, but the final 
vote upon the measure seems to be as far off 
as ever. Today's proceedings were charac-

Mary Hughes and Never 
Was Adopted.

EXPECTS TO REFUTE CLAIMS 


Sensational charges marked thé hearing 
yesterday before Judge Tuthili of the suit 
brought by Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Stone to set 
aside the will of Mrs. Amos J. Snell, distrib- 
uting property. valued at $600,000. Mrs. Stone, 


formerly Mary Snell, received no part of the 


estate. The defendants, consisting of the 


‘children and grandchildren named in the 


document, assert that Mrs. Stone was really 
Mary Hughes, who lived with the Snells, but 
had never been even formally adopted. 

The, sensation appeared in the charges 
made by Mrs. Stone’s attorney, John H. 
Hamline, in outlining his evidence, His case 
will rest on the allegations that Mrs. Snell 
Was mentally unsound when she drew the 
will; that she was influenced by her son, 
Albert J. Snell, who threatened to mutilate 
her body after death should she leave any 
property to Mrs. Stone; that Mrs. Snell after- 
ward added a codicil in which she provided 
for Mrs. Stone equally with the other chil- 
dren, this codicil having been made away 
with by interested parties; and, finally, that 
roe Stone was the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 


Charges Mrs. Snell Was Threatened. 


Depositions of several witnesses, Attorney 
Hamline stated, would be produced relating 
that Albert J. Snell told his mother many 
times that, should she mention Mrs. Stone 
in her will, he would open her grave, quarter 
her body, and burn it, assuring her that pain 
continued after death. Mrs. Snell is said to 
have consulted her family physician, Dr. W. 
T. Mefford, to discover whether this were 
true. According to this testimoney, young 
Snell made his threat before the funeral of 
Amos J. Snell, who was murdered on Feb. 
8, 1888, and continued to use this intimida- 
tion up to the time the will was drawn. 

That Mrs. Snell was weak mentally the 
plaintiffs will attempt to prove on the testi- 
mony of several family friends. Dr. Oscar 
De Wolf of London, England, who -was 
formerly Health Commissioner in Chicago, 
is expected to testify that he called on Mrs. 
Snell five days after the signing of the will 
and found her hysterical and diverting her- 
self by riding up and down in the elevator in 
her house and waving two lighted — in 
broad daylight. 


What Attorney Trude Claims. 


Attorney A. 8. Trude, for the defense, stat- 
ed that he would produce testimony proving 
the Mary Snell Stone was Mary Hughes, 
daughter of Patrick Hughes, who owned a 
farm near the old Milwaukee avenue toll- 
gate, kept by Amos J. Snell. Mr. Trude says 
he has proof that Mary Hughes came to the 
Snells when she was over 6 years old. Mrs. 


is the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Snell. 
Attorney Hamline showed a deposition in 
court which he said was made by Mrs. Snell 
at the time her husband's estate was settled 
by law. In this paper Mrs. Snell is stated 
to have sworn that Mrs. Stone was her own 
daughter. 


Argument of Lawyer Hamline. 


Attorney Hamline said in his opening ar- 
gument: 

Albert Jerome Snell always had the great - 
est dislike for Albert Stone. It was he who 
instigated the publishing of the stories al- 
leging that Albert J. Stone was the mysteri- 
ous Tascott. A suit for slander was started 
against him for that conduct and was not 
dropped until after the death of Mrs. Snell. 

‘* We will show innumerable letters saying 
that Mrs. Mary S. Stone was a daughter of 
Mrs. Snell. Attorney Trude chailenged us 
to show that Mary Snell was in the family 
before she was 6% years old. We have a 
picture of a chubby-faced baby, and on the 
back in the mother’s handwriting is written; 
Mary Snell when 5 years of age.’ 

*“ Unfortunately we cannot place Frank J. 
Crawford onthe stand. He was the attorney 
for the Snell estate, and among his papers, 
which are in the possesion of his wife in 
Ohio, we found a draft of a codicil to the will 
of Mrs. Snell, in which Mrs. Stone is to re- 
ceive a fourth part of the estate. The orig- 
inal, signed by Mrs. Snell, either has been 
concealed or destroyed.“ 

Mr. Trude, after court adjourned, said that 
he had evidence which would overthrow all 
of the charges made by Attorney Hamline. 
He refused to outline his case, saying that 
he had already begun to introduce it and 
would be occupied with it till the er of 
next week. 


Two Witnesses Are Heard. 


Only two witnesses were called during the 
day. De Witt H. Curtis, 409 Washington 
boulevard, and Mrs. Ann A. Cheney, 426 
Washington boulevard, testified that they 
witnessed Mrs. Snell's will and believed her 
to be of sound mind and not suffering from 
intimidation.

The assumption of this title would have 
been construed throughout the southeastern 
oo hk of Burope as a resolve on the part of 

nee Nicholas to revive the old Servian 
empire as constituted under the rule of the 
Servian Czar Lasar—that empire which was 
shatt at the battle of Kossovo Polye in 
1389. Inasmuch as the old Servian empire 
comprised not only the present kingdom of 
Servia, but likewise a large portion of the 
Turkish provinces of Albania and Mace- 
donia, besides Bulgaria, certain portions of 
Roumania and of Greece, as well as the Aus- 
trian provinces of Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
it will readiiy be understood that had Prince 
Nicholas complied with the requests of his 
subjects and taken to himself the title of 
“ Velikif Kaniaz,”’ it would have been suf- 
ficient to set the entire Balkan Peninsula in

had at that time so recently been extin- 
guished and with so much trouble by means 
of the treaty of Berlin. eee 

The Prince’s assumption of the predicate 
of Royal Highness is a species of com- 
promise. For while it will give no offense 
and will excite no political disturbances in 
the southeast of Europe, it will serve to 
render the position of the Prince more agree- 
able when he visits foreign courts. Thus at 
Rome he finds his daughter immeasurably 
above him in rank as Queen of Italy. Atthe 
court of Russia his daughter, the Grandduch- 
ess Peter, and his other daughter, the Duch- 
ess George of Leuchtenberg, each bear the 
title of “Imperial Highness,” while his 
daughter Xenia, who has just been officially 
betrothed to Prince George of Greece, Gov- 
ernor General of Crete, will become by her 
marriage entitled to the predicate of “ Royal 
Highness.“ By assuming for himself the 
title of Royal Highness" in connection 
with the fortieth anniversary of his acces- 
sion to the throne, the Prince, who has until 
now been a mere Highness," secures a 
status more in keeping with the rank of his 
hters. 

When one reads, however, ot the announce- 
ment of the fact that the Prince has taken to 
himself the style of a Royal Highness,” 
one cannot help recalling the fact that his 
father, Mirka Petrovitch, was so poor that 
he could often be seen driving cattle for salé 
to the Austrian seaport of Cattaro, while 
there are still living people who have seen 
his wife, that is to say, the mother of the 
present Prince of Montenegro, carrying 
bundles of wood on her shoulders from the 
mountain village where she lived to the 
market of the nearest Austrian town. This

died only five years ago at the age of 85, and 
those who, visiting Montenegro, were pre- 
sented to her by the Prince had theopportu- 
nity when bending to kiss her hand to notice 
the extent to which it was the hand of a 
hard working peasant woman.

George and his first cousin, Princess Victoria 
of Wales, a match which was impossible ow- 
ing to the stringent prohibition by the Greek 
Church of all matrimonial alllances between 
first cousins. Princess Xenia is a beautiful 
girl, who declined an offer of marriage from 
King Alexander of Servia, and who will 
doubtless be dowered like all her other sisters 
by the Czar with a dowry of a million dollars. 
The Princess, it is scarcely necessary to say,

‘Talking about marriages between first 
cousins, it may be well to point out that the 
baby just born to the Duke and Duchess de 
Guise (the latter a sister of the Duke of Or- 
leans) is descended from four successive un- 
ions between first cousins. King Louis 
Philippe and Queen Marie Amelie of France, 
her great-great-grandparents, were first 
cousins. 80, too, were her great-grand- 
parents, the late Duke and Duchess of Or- 
leans. The Count and Countess of Paris, her 
maternal grandparents, were first cousins, 
and so, too, are her paternal grandparents, 
the Duke and Duchess of Chartres, and 
lastly her parents, the Duke and Duchess of 
Guise, are first cousins. Under the circum- 
stances it will be acknowledged that the little 
girl starts out in life terribly handicapped 
by those intermarriages between blood re- 
lations, which are declared by all scientists 
to impoverish and vitiate the blood.

at $450,000. 


Twenty-four thousand dollars is divided 
among various charities and public institu- 
tions by the will of Colonel Huntington Wol- 
cott Jackson, the Chicago attorney, who died 
at Newark, N. J., on Jan. 3. The document 
was filed for probate yesterday by Leonard 
A. Busby, one of Mr. Jackson’s former law 
partners. Mr. Busby, who has been appoint- 
ed executor without bond under the will. es- 
timates the value of the estate at $350,000 In 
personal property and $100,000 in real estate. 
The will bears the date of Sept. 29, 1898. 

The testator bequeathes to his sisters, 
Julia H. and Hannah W. Jackson, $40,000 
each. In case one of them should die her 
share shall go to the other sister. If both 
should die before the testator or within a 
year from his death, it is provided that the 
legacy be divided in the following manner: 
One-eighth to Laura Wolcott Parker, two- 
eighths to F. Wolcott Jackson, one-eighth to 
Schuyler B. Jackson, one-eighth to the chil- 
dren of his deceased sisetr, Mary E. Henry; 
one-eighth to the children of his deceased 
brother, John P. Jackson, and one-eighth to 
Joseph C. Jackson, to beheld in trust for him. 

All books (excepting law books), pictures, 
and other personal property are to be equal- 
ly divided among the brothers and sisters of 
the testator. To David B. Lyman. the for- 
mer partner and lifelong friend of Mr. Jack- 
son, is bequeathed, “‘ as a small token of ap- 
preciation,” the half interest of the testator 
in the law library owned by them in com- 
mon. The law books which belonged person- 
ally to Mr. Jackson are given to Schuyler B, 
Jackson, excepting volumes 1 and 2 of High 
On Injunction,” which were given to Mr.

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Position That Territori 
Are Property ef the United States 
and Not a Part of Them—Says if Con- 


sidered Advisable Trade with Any 


Possession Can Be Entirely Prohib- 
ited—Declares Rule of Uniformity 
Applies Only to States. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.— [Special. 
Attorney General Griggs began his argument 
in the Porto Rican case today after Solicitor 
General Richards closed. The Attorney Gen- 
eral was followed closely by the court, and 
the impression prevailed among the lawyers 
present that the Attorney General strength- 
ened the case of the government. Mr. Rich- 
ards, taking up the exact question at issue in 
these cases involving the collection of duties 
under the Porto Rican act, pointed out that 
these duties were imposed to afford local 
revenues for the insular government. They 


were not imposed under the taxing power 


conferred upon Congress by the constitu- 
tion, but under the clause governing Con- 
gress’ power to make rules and regulations 
respecting the territory of the United States. 
He contended that the requirement of the 
constitution as to uniformity was met by 
the fact that the duties imposed on goods 
coming into the United States from Porto 
Rico were uniform throughout the United 
States. The taxes prescribed by that act 
were not duties on exports in any sense, for 
the reason that they were collected on the 
goods when imported either into the United 
States or into Porto Rico, 

Justices Harlan and Brewer questioned 
the Solicitor General closely on the uniform- 
ity clause of the constitution and brought 
out the flat-footed declaration that this pro- 
vision applied only to the States, and that, 
under the territorial clause, in the opinion 
of the Solicitor General, Congress could enact 
special customs laws for New Mexico or 
could sell Alaska. 3

General Griggs reviewed the action of the 
framers of the constitution in dealing with 
the territory belonging to the United States. 

He showed that when the constitution was 
framed the ordinance of 1787 for the govern- 
ment of the Northwest Territory had been in 
effect three years; that the first Congress 
ratified that ordinance with modifications, 
only providing that reports should be made 
to the President instead of to Congress, and 
that appointments should be made by the 
President. It was not until 1700 that North 
Carolina ceded to the United States the ter- 
ritory not forming a part of North Carolina 
but belonging to North Carolina. This ces- 
sion was made by a deed containing stipula- 
tions which were aécepted by Congress in an 
act. One of these stipulations was that the 
government should be executed. not in ac- 
cordance with the constitution of the United 
States but in accordance with the govern- 
ment established for the Northwest Ter- 
Mr. Griggs then quoted Thomas Benton's 
historical and legal exdmination of the Dred 
Scott case, in which Mr. Benton, referring 
to the history of the formation of the con- 
stitution, showed that at no time were 
Territories referred to as parts of the 
United States, but always as property of the 
States, to be managed and dealt with ac- 
cordingly. | 

Mr. Griggs then said the laws, the admin- 
igtration, and the revenue of the Territories 
are subject to the absolute eontro! of Con- 
gress, which may repeal the whole form 
of government existing in a Territory, may 
destroy the Legislature, vacate all the of- 
ces, and take over all the public funds and 
absorb them into the common treasury. It 
may appropriate out of the Federal Treasury 
all the money necessary to carry on a Terri- 
— ey government, omitting all local taxa- 

Islands Are Things Owned. 

“ The islands are territory belonging to the 
United States,“ he said, not a part of the 
United States. The islands were the 
acquired by the treaty; the United States 
were the party who acquired them, and to 
whom they belong. The owner and the thing 
owned are not the same.“ 

Justice Harlan asked whether he con- 
tended that Congress had this power as to 
the Territory of New Mexico. The Attorney 
General replied that his contention was that 
Congress had all power over taxation in the 
Territories that any State Legislature would 
have within the limitations of the constitu- 
tion of a particular State over taxation in 
that State. 7 

Can Close Up a Possession. 
Has Congress the right to go so far as to 
decree non-intercourse with a territorial 

on?” asked Justice Harlan. 

“ Yes,” replied the Attorney General, who 
went on to show that Congress had repeated- 
ly done 80, by setting off paris of territory 
belonging to the United States as Indian res- 
ervations, and that in the case of the Prybi- 
loff Islands a line has been drawn around 
them and they had been made a government 
reservation to which no one could go without 
a license from the government. 

Taking up the argument of the ts 
as to the rule of uniformity of taxation, the 
Attorney General pointed out that if the rule 
appliéd to tariff taxation in the territory 
belonging to the United States it applied as 
well to the internal revenue laws. Aside 
from the obvious practical impossibility of 
extending the internal revenue laws of the 
United States to the newly acquired insular 
possessions, he contended if the contention 
of the appellants was correct the Porto Rican 
law had operated to render the whole body 
of internal revenue laws of the United States 
void by destroying the uniformity required 
by the constitution. 

The Attorney General denied that an act 
of the treaty-making power conferring vest- 
ed rights on individuals could be repealed by 
act of Congress. He contended that terri- 
tories must be governed differently according 
to different conditions.

Will Order Police to Take 
Evidence Against Crimi- 
nals to Grand Jury. 


IS AIMED AT ABUSES. 


May Stop Further Escaping of 
Thugs Through the “ Pulls” 
of Friends. 


TO CORRECT MANY EVILS. 


Mayor Harrison has joined forces with the 
justice shop reformers and will issue an or- 
der which, being operative at once, will be 
the first corrective measure to be applied to 
the abuses. The Mayor's order will go di- 
rectly to the police, and it will remove the 
justice court as an element of importance in 
the trial of criminal casés. 

Evidence against holdup men, thugs, bur- 
giars, and thieves, the Mayor will order, shall 
be taken directly to the grand jury, inde- 
pendent of whatever action may be had in the 
justice court in which the case is heard pre- 
Hminarily. With such action on the part of 
the police it will be impossible, the police say, 
for a criminal case to die of neglect in the 
justice court or for a well-known thug to es- 
cape punishment through the intercession 
of political friends. 

May Correct Abuses. 

the Mayor’s order in operation and 
favorable action on Alderman Brenner's or- 
dinance for a city court it is claimed that the 
elty will have about solved its own prob- 
lem without the aid of the Legislature, abuses 
in criminal cases being corrected in a meas- 
ure by the necessity of action by the grand 
jury and abuses in civil cases by the op- 
portunity of beginning action in the city 
court. 

Mayor Harrison says he was prompted to 
send the order to the police by the knowledge 
that the practice of continuing cases against 
law breakers has resulted in their final aban- 
donment in many instances. The police are 
irritated and impatient at the continued delay 
of action on the cases which they prosecute 
and finally the cases are dismissed for lack 
of prosecution. In other instances, it is 
said, the law breaker has escaped on a sub- 
stitution of the charge of disorderly con- 
duct for that upon which he should have 
been tried, and his sentence has been to the 
bridewell instead of the penitentiary. 


Thieves Escape Punishment. 

During the early stages of the “ carnival of 
erime, at the beginning of winter, it was 
developed in the explanations of officials held 
to be responsible for conditions existing that 
well known thugs escaped punishment 
through the intercession of political friends 
with the justices. 

While it is necessary that the man arrested 
be taken immediately before the magistrate 
by whom the warrant was issued for his ap- 
prehension, the new order will require that 
the policeman making the arrest, take his 
evidence to the grand jury. If the law- 
breaker be held to the grand jury by the 
justice the action on the part of the police, 
it is explained, will be unnecessary, but ifthe 
case be postponed in the justice court the 
grand jury action will proceed independently. 
It is claimed that a large number of cases 
of outlawry are continued from time to time 
by the justice and never reach the jury. 
This will be corrected. 

The police always have had the privilege of 
taking evidence to the grand jury, but the 
practice has been to await action by the 
justice’s court and in the failure of prosecu- 
tion there to drop the case. 


RULES: OUT SEWER EXTRAS. 


Counsel Says Most of Law- 
rence Avenue Claims Cannot 
Be Granted. 


Corporation Counsel Walker has given a 
decision that the large portion of extras 
asked by Farley & Green, contractors for the 
Lawrence avenue intercepting sewer, cannot 
be granted, but that some of the smaller

Engineer Butterworth of the Piant 


Testify, as Physicians Fear It Would 
Make Him Permanently Insane—He 


Alone Knows Exact Cause, Other | 


‘Testimony Furnishing Nothing Con- 


The boilers in the Northwestern railway 
power-house, Kinsie and Kingsbury streets, 
one of which exploded on Dec. 8, killing nine 
people, were not of sufficient capacity to 
furnish steam for the power required. This 
was the verdict of the Coroner’s jury which 
yesterday sat at Rolston's undertaking- 


rooms, 22 Adams street, and heard the evi- 


dence of witnesses, The jury recommended 
that all steam boilers in Chicago should be 
inspected at least twice a year, and asked 
that the City Council pass an ordinance to 
that effect. Inspections are now required 
only once a year. 

The verdict, which was reached after brief 
deliberation, was as follows: 

We, the jury, find that Anton Krouse (one of the, 
victims) came to his death on Jan. $ at the Cook 
County Hospital, from the effects of injuries re- 
ceived, caused by a boiler explosion in the power- 
house of the Chicago and Northwestern railway 
co ny, at Kinzie and Kingsbury streets, on Dec. 
8, 1900, and from the testimony presented to us, 
we, the jury, believe that the boilers at said power- 
house were not of sufficient capacity to furnish 
steam for the power required at sald power-house, 
and we, the jury, are of the opinion that all steam

WILL APPEAL FROM OPINION 


Judge Tuley yesterday handed down a de- 
cision declaring unconstitutional the amend- 
ments to the public warehouse act adopted 
by the General Assembly in 1897, allowing 
public warehouse men to mix grain and store 
grain for themselves in their own houses. 
The decision was not unexpected, both by 
the elevator interests and by the Board of 
Trade officials, who, through the Attorney 
General, brought the contempt proceedings 
before Judge Tuley and have been leading 
—4 fight against the so-called elevator com- 


There will be no immediate effect in chang- 
ing methods of buying and storing grain in 
Chicago, as an appeal will be taken to the 
Supreme Court, but the decision will be used 
by the Board of Trade directors as a lever 
with the General Assembly to secure the re- 
peal of the amendatory act of 1897. 

Prior to that time public elevator owners 
had dealt in grain, but in 1897 were enjoined 
from doing so by Judge Tuley, who held the 
practice illegal, and his decision was sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court. The elevator 
interests at once secured the passage of an 
amendment to the warehouse act, giving 
them the desired privilege. 

Contempt proceedings were brought and 
argued two years ago against nine elevator 
companies for violating Judge Tuley’s in- 
junction. The defendants were the Central 
Elevator company, John 8. Hannah, and 
Carrington, Hannah & Co., in which case the 
decision was rendered George A. Seaverns, 
the South Chicago Elevator company, the 
Chicago Elevator company, the Central El- 
evator company, the Santa Fé Elevator and 
Dock company, Edson Keith, the Chicago and 


’ Pacific Elevator company, the Armour Ele- 


vator company, and the Chicago Railway and 
Transfer Elevator company. 


Decision Is Exhaustive. 

Judge Tuley’s decision was long and ex- 
haustive, going back to the laws regulating 
the old tobacco warehouses of Virginia and 
English decisions thereon, and reviewing the 
conditions which led to the provisions con- 
cerning public warehouses adopted in the 
Illinois constitution of 1870. He declared 
that the amendatory act was plainly in the 
interests of the warehousemen, and gave to 
the producer such protection as the wolf 
gives to the lamb.” 

The opinion continues: | 

It is clear, in the light of the legislation of this 
State and the debates of the constitutional con- 
vention, and the history of the grain trade, that 
the framers of the constitution never intended to 
create a State institution or ageney, a public 
warehouse, which such warehouseman or trustee 
could or control in his own interest, and 
to the injury of producers, shippers, and of the 


vantage. 
Like the Wolf and the Lamb. 


The law of 1807 was passed in the special inter- 
est of the warehouseman. There is no such com- 
mand in article 18. The protection it gives 
the producers,“ shippers, and receivers of grain 
is the protection that the wolf gives to the lamb. 

Judge Tuley suggested that public ware- 
houses had come to be so tmportant a factor 
in interstate commerce that it was only a 
question of time when Congress would as- 
sume their regulation. The decree fixing the 
amount of the fine has not been entered. 


HALL’S PULL SAVES HIM AGAIN. 


City Sealer Quinn Becomes His Surety 
and Confidence Man Gets His Cus- 
tomary Continuance. 


Edward, or Eddie,” Hall and Martin Reil- 
ly, among the most notorious confidence men 
of the North Side and primary workers in 
the Democratic organization of the Twenty- 
fourth Ward, were not tried yesterday be- 
fore Justice George Kersten for robbing F. 
H. Otto of Kenosha. The case was contin- 
ved until Saturday noon. Their bonds of 
$1,000 each were signed by James A. Quinn 
of the City Sealer’s office, a political leader 
in their ward, who claims he merely chanced 
to be in the courtroom at the time the case 
came up. 

The postponement caused no surprise to 
those familiar with the career of Eddie Hall, 
who has a record unique in local police cir- 
cles. He has been arrested more times than 
any man in Chicago, yet has never served 
“time” for any of the offenses charged 
against him. He is noted as one of the best 
shell game men, and in his early days as 
the smoothest confidence man doing business 
in this city. The police say his success lies 
in his ability to pick his victims, who are in- 
variably from out of town, and who do not 
care to stay and prosecute. him. 

It has been claimed by many of the gang 
to which the two men belong that Hall has 
the best drag on the North Side. When 
arrested he always has some influential per- 
son in police courts to sign his bond. On 
Dec. 5, when arrested for robbing Fred Ed- 
mund of Charleston, III., whom he induced 
to see the wreck caused by the explosion of 
a boiler in the Northwestern railroad power- 
house, at Kinzie street, he got William Dona- 
hue, a saloonkeeper at 117 North Clark 
street, who has been active in Twenty-fourth 
Ward Democratic circles for some years, to 
sign his bonds, Yeserday he was able to 
get James A. Quinn. 

Hall's pull comes through his ability to 
gather in the men at the primaries. In the 
days before the Australian ballot he was a 
member of the Market street gang, which 
was then ruled by William, or Clabby,”’ 
Burns. He was mixed up in the fights that 
accompanied every election in those days, 
and is still one of the most active workers 
of the remnant which still holds together. 

He has been arrested over 150 times. Many 
of the cases against him failed from lack 
of identification, and the rest either because 
of lack of prosecution or settlement. He has 
been at the game for twenty years, and, wi.h 
the exception of a short time when he was 
barkeeper for Donahue, has been practicing 


his confidence games. The police have no 


record of his address, and his habitat is one 
of the many saloons near the river. 

“I do not know Hall personally,” sai 
Mr. Quinn yesterday. “I have seldom 
spoken to him. He was a power in the early 
days, but has no influence now. He is old, 
well past 40, and is losing his grip. He has 
not attended a Democratic meeting for some 
time. I told him he was not wanted last 
time, and once when he attempted to join a 
procession I ordered him away. I happened 
at the jail when the case came up, and, as 
I know Reilly and Hall have not spoken to 
each other for a year, was sure of their inno- 
cence, and so went their bonds. I do not be- 
lieve the boys have been as bad as is made 
out. The police take them in every time any- 
thing is done.“ 

Justice Hamburgher, before whom Hall has 
been arraigned, repeatedly laughed at the 
idea of political pull. We have to give him 
a continuance,” he said, the same as any 
other citizen. He has not been convicted 
and is pure in the eyes of the law.“
